A plain gold ring and a wristlet watch were 


inquest yesterday on the young couple who 
were found shot in a train, 
Joseph Keyes, aged 28, a purser’s writer, 
employed by the Union-Castle Line, whose 
home was at Ferns, County Wexford, and Miss

Evidence was given that when the bodies 
were found the girl was wearing a wrisilet 
was ins¢ribed with Keyes’s 
name, while the man had Miss Jarvis’s ring

The jury returned a verdict that Keyes 
murdered the girl and then committed suicide, 
and that there was not sufficient evidenze to 
show the state of his mind. 

A retired detective inspector, of Oxford Vity 
police, came forward to assist the coroner 
with the problem as to how Keyes received 
two shots, each of which would prove fatal. 
He said that in 1901 a man shot himself as 
he was about to be arrested. There were two 
wounds in his head, and it was stated at the 
inquest that contraction of the finger caused 
the second shot to be fired. 

The Coroner, Mr. Arthur H. Emanuel, said 
that whether the girl was to marry someone 
else in Africa or not there was evidence that 
her affection for Keyes was pretty strong.

Mr. Thomas O'Neill, solicitor, stated in 
evidence that the testator was quite capable 
of transacting business when the will was 
drawn. He would not listeh to Mr. Best 
when Mr. Best suggested that something be 
left to the defendant.

MAN RETURNED FOR TRIAL 
(BEFORE MR. O’SULLIVAN.) 


On charges of having, during January, 
1933, forged and uttered an authorisation to 
the Royal Liver Friendly Society to pay to 
the Seuthern Irish Trust, Ltd., Westmoreland 
street, Dublin, the value of a cash surrender 
of un insurance endowment policy for the 
sum of £100; and of having obtained the 
sum of £49 Ills. from the Royal Liver 
Friendly Society through the Southern Irish 
Trust by means of false pretences, and 
forging an application for the cash surrender 
value of two endowment policies of the Royal 
Liver Friendly Society; and of forging a 
receipt for £12 17s., Garret O’Connor, Darley 
terrace, South Circular road, was returned 
for trial to the Circuit Criminal Court. 

Henry J. Shirley, Rosemount, Kilmainham, 
stated that he took out an endowment policy 
for £100 with the Royal Liver Friendly 
Society in 1926. O'Connor never gave him 
the original policy. saying ‘t was the fault 
of the Society. The witness did not 
the application for the cash surrender value 
of the policy, and never received the cash 
alleged to have beer received by him. It 
was only on writing to the Society that he 
learned that his policy for £100 had been 
surrendered. 

James Joseph Garland also gave evidence 
that he had never signed a document (pro- 
duced) purporting to surrender the cash value 
of two insurance policies that he had taken 
out on his son and daughter. 

Edward Curry, Clontarf road, liquidator of 
the Southern Irish Trust said that the Trust's 
books showed that in September, 1932, a man, 
who gave the name of Henry J. Shirley, got 
& loan from the company and gave, as 
security; a Royal Liver Insurance policy. He 
made various payments of instalments off the 
loan. In January, 1933, the Trust received 
the surrender value for the insurance policy 
of £49 lls. 

Detective Inspector Weir, who had charge 
of the case, said that the accused man had 
admitted the offence. 

Bail in £200 and an independent surety of 
£150 was allowed.

London Tin Market Crisis 


An extraordinary position arose on the 
Tin market in London yesterday. — There 
were no sellers for cash. Amid excitement 
the “cash” price rose by £9 to £245 per 
ton, the highest price for many years. This 
is £37 a ton higher than the lowest price of 
this year, registered in February. Dealers 
blamed the International Tin Control Com- 
mittee They say that most of the 1,400 
tons of tin in Great Britain belong» to the 
“eontrol.” Unless tin becomes available to 
the merchants it is possible that some dealers 
may have to evoke a rule of the Metal Ex- 
change which safeguards them when a com- 
modity which they have to deliver 1s not 
available in the market. The difference 
between the cask price and the price for tin 
delivery three months ahead was bigger than 
ever, the three months’ price being £20 5s. 
per ton under that for “spot.” Such a 
remium for cash tin has never been known 
before. When events became known pro- 
tests poured in from consumers who ad 
been notified by dealers that cash tin was 
unavailable. Immediately the Committee of 
the Exchange met to diseuss what action 
could be taken to deal with the situation. 
It is possible that a formal protest will be 
made to the International Tin Committee.

During the forenoon large numbers of people 
inspected the building, and there was general 
comment of a very favourable kind upon its 
lay-out. The ground-floor offices include a 
ge cage room, panelled in mahogany, which 


is also used for the public counter and furni- 
ture. Napoleon marble has been used for the 


panelling of the front of the counter, with a 
black marble surround. The public floor space 
has also been done in marble, mainly in 
Roman stone, while wood-block flooring is 
utilised elsewhere. | 

The building has been designed to give 
lenty of sunshine, and the ventilation system 
is up-to-date. For heating purposes prefer- 
ence has been given to a system of modern 
slow-combustion grates and anthracite stoves. 
Altogether the premises should afford the 
most comfortable and efficient accommodation 
for the customers and staffs.

HE interest lies more in the incidents 
than in the story itself, and the inci- 
dents, in any case, are horrifying enough 
to make us forget the commentator’s 
voice, and everything else.

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HOUSING PROBLEMS 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
_ Sir,—An International Congress on Hous 
mg met last week in London. Among the 
many topics discussed two or three seem to 
be of first-rate importance to us in Dublin 
now. 

First, how to make it possible for the 
actual inhabitants of the slums to afford 
better dwellings (whether cottage or flats). 
At present very many who need them most 
cannot do so. Put into these when their 
slum home is demolished they either get into 
hopeless debt or live in semi-starvation, or, 
by taking lodgers, renew the overcrowding, 
he solution, ‘forcibly advocated by Sir E, 
Simon and Miss Rathbone, is that of differen, 
tial rents. For exaetly the same house or 
flat charge one family, say, 5s., and another 
(better off) 10s., or whatever the fuil 
economic rent may be, which, even without a 
subsidy, would mean no loss to the munict- 
ality. This involves, of course, close inquiry 
into the means of each family (all earners 
taken into account), with a revision, when 
required, in case of improved or worsened 
circumstances. (such as the fluctuation of em- 
ployment or illness may cause). To the 
writer this attractive proposal seemed (a) too 
complex, (b) too fruitful of grumbling to be 
hr agrees He was the more delighted to 
nd it actually in practice, and working well. 
The outstanding example is Leeds, which 
claims to have, next to London, the largest 
pe ag of slum clearance. Yet, there in 
eds, though all pay: rates, etc.; encunting 
to, perhaps, 4s. 6d. weekly, one family with 
many children and small income will pay ne 
rent, or very little, while a neighbour in the 
samme class and size of dwelling will pay. 
because he can afford it, besides rates, the 
full economic rent of, say, 9s. Why? Be- 
cause the Leeds principle is that the firs 
claim on the family income is the minimum 
required for subsistence, which they fix by a 
standard scientifically ascertained. Deduct- 
ing this from the total earnings they obtain 
an estinate of the amount available for rent 
(a wage-earning child contributing a due pro- 
portion of his earnings), 


No, because the total subsidies from the 
State are available. These, under the usual 
system, are largely misapplied, because, being 
given mechanically to each dwelling, they 
relieve many tenants of rent which they 
could well afford to pay, while under the

Now we in Dublin are faced in the 
immediate future with the problem of deal- 
ing with a very large number of families 
from the slums which are being demolished. 


“Tt is not enough to get them into new

We should 
be asking ourselves two questions—(1) Are 
there families occupying municipal dwellings 
rented at from 7s. 6d. to 12s. who could 
afford to pay more? (2) Can we apply the 
Leeds system, and give a dwelling for which 
we now charge 7s. 6d. or 10s. to a poor large 
family of small children at, say, 4s., or even 
less ?

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On last Saturday the funeral of A.E. 
was held, in Mount Jerome Cemetery 
rding to the rites of the Church of 
Ireland, “and the oration at the graveside 
was delivered by Frank O'Connor, the 
well-known novelist, who is a Roman 
Catholic. Around the dead man’s grave 
were gathered representatives of every 
creed and class in the country. The 
cortege included all sorts and conditions 
of men and women, and was in itself an 
object lesson in the possibilities of Irish 
unity. On the same day on which A.E., 
the Northern. Protestant Nationalist 
artist, was being laid to rest in Dublin in 
the presence of a throng of mourners— 
very many of whom were Southern Roman 
Catholics—religious riots were taking 
place in Belfast, and enemies of Ireland 
were plotting to attack Protestant places 
of worship in the South. During the 
week-end there were further orgies of 
violence in the Northern capital; yet 
another young man was done to death in 
the sacred name of religion; and yester- 
day, when the shipyards in Belfast re- 
opened after their annual holiday, many 
Roman Catholic workers were afraid to go 
back to their jobs. Protestant clergymen, 
acting in the true spirit of their religion, 
pleaded with their own people at the 
shipyard gates to refrain from any acts of 
aggression against the Roman Catholic 
workers; but it seems that their efforts 
were useless, and that those Catholics who 
did turn up to their jobs were subjected 
to general abuse, if not to actual ill-treat- 
ment. In the meanwhile, the death-rol] 
in Belfast has reached the formidable 
total of nine. While these things were 
happening in the North misguided and 
fanatical youths in the South were 
The 
Protestant church Kilmallock was 
destroyed by fire. In the: City of 
Limerick organised mobs ran amok, 
smashing the windows of business houses 
which were the property of Protestants, 
and even went so far as to attack the 
residences of Protestant clergymen, who 
are held in the highest esteem by all their 
neighbours. 

So-called ‘“‘religious” trouble is 
endemic in the City of Belfast. Since the 
battle of the Boyne and the siege of 
Derry the Protestant majority has been 
inclined to flaunt its victories in the face 
of the minority, and the “ Twelfth’’ of 
July has become notorious. as an oecasion 
of sectarian riots. It is only fair to say 
that, especially in recent; years, the 
Roman ‘Catholics of Belfast, while 
numerically at a disadvantage, have been 
anything but passive, and, once the first 
blow is struck, or the first shot fired, there 
is very little to choose in savagery between 
the two mobs. We hold no brief at all 
for the Orangemen, whose ignorant 
bigotry would be a disgrace to any com- 
munity that calls itself. civilised, and 
whose leaders, many of whom occupy high 
places in the State, have been guilty of 
conduct. on many occasions that is beneath 
contempt. The Orange attitude towards 
the Roman Catholic religion is disgusting, 
and no honest man, whatever his religious 
views may be, could attempt for a moment 
to defend it, or even to make excuses for 
it. On the other hand, the Roman 
Catholic minority in Belfast, by vixtae of 
its hostility towards the Northern State, 
and its open antagonism to the Crown, has 
helped to inflame the worst passions of the 
unthinking bigots on the other side. Tho 
whole business is a terrible commentary 
on conditions in Northern Ireland. Such 
scenes as those that have been enacted in

days would have been possible in no other 
civilised country in the world, Viscount 
Craigavon’s Government cannot be 
absolved entirely from blame in the 
matter.

We are convinced 
that President de Valera; who stood beside 
the open grave of A.E. on Saturday morn- 
ing, is as deeply shocked as we are that 
any form of insult should be offered to 
faithful citizens of the Saorstát, who give 
hurt to nobody, and whose only offence is 
the fact that they worship their God in 
their own way. The Protestant minority 


will of its Roman Catholic neighbours. It 
neither possesses nor seeks any other safe- 
guard. It looks now to those neighbours 
to protect its members. from the fury of a 
handful of fanatics. The burning of a 
rural ‘church is not a very heroic perform- 
ance in a land where the Protestants 
constitute only some seven per cent., and 
in the country districts only two or three 
per cent,, of the population. We defy 
anybody to say that they are not good 
citizens, who obey the law and are loyal 
to the State. Whatever may, or may not, 
happen in Belfast, they have a right to 
live their lives in peace.

Unrest in India 


‘ Ireland is not the only country in which 
mobs have been creating trouble during the 
week-end. On Friday last a series of riots, 
described as the worst for years, broke out 
in. Lahore, and continued throughout 
Saturday and the greater part of Sunday. 
Had it not been for the presence in the 
city of British troops, and of a resolute 
body of police, the disorder might have 
spread over a wide area ; and even to-day, 
when the danger is admitted to be at an 
end, and the Government claims to be 
master of the situation, troops continue to 
pour into the city. Ten people, accord- 
ing to the latest estimates, have been killed 
during the two last days of rioting, and 
some seventy—including five policemen— 
are numbered among the wounded. The 
whole episode seems to have originated 
from one of those religious disputes which 
are so lamentably common in India. For 


} some time past the ownership of a certain 


mosque in Lahore has been a matter of 
dispute between the Sikhs and the 
Moslems. The courts have decided in 
favour of the Sikhs, who had occupied, 
and begun to demolish, the shrine, when 
a determined effort was made by Moslem 
mobs to take possession of it on Friday. 
As they advanced, the mobs were met by 
police, who made a number of arrests and 
kept them under control; bu; some police 
lorries which came on the scene. were 
attacked and damaged by the crowd. All 
night long Moslems and policemen faced 
one another. On Saturday the Moslems 
made another effort to reach the shrine, 
and refused to disperse, even when 
cavalry were used against them.. When all 
else failed, the troops, which had been 
summoned as a reinforcement of the hope- 
lessly outnumbered police, fired several

this time in the interests of the cattle that 
throng the way.

Battering down the door, incendiaries 
forced their way into the 
Protestant Church of St. Peter 
Paul, Kilmallock, and set it 
ablaze. Only the four-foot six-inch walls. 
which date back from the eleventh cen- 
tury, now remain. 

The miscreants also attacked the 
rectory of the Rev. Canon Sackville 
Taylor, where they smashed three windows 
with stones, scarred a door, and terrified 
the occupants with shouted threats. The 
cate lodgekeeper of Lord Daresbury at 
Mount Coote received similar treatment, 
and a Protestant shopkeeper had his plate 
glass window smashed in the town. 

The church that has been destroyed is 
a chancel of- the ancient church, and Í 
made my way into the wreck to-day from 
the older unused portion, clad with ivy, 
where I saw the Irish round tower about 
which the church was, built in the eleventh 
century. 

A scene of terrible ruin met my eves. 
The remains of the pitch pie rafters and 
pews were stil) alight in places. The 
church was open to the sky, and from 
above slates fell occasionally, crashing into 
the century-old graveyard. Outside ‘the 
walls low rumblings from below told of 
masonry falling into the cellar beneath the 
church. Memorial plaques, fashioned-in 
symbolic form, which had fallen from the 
walls, lay twisted and charred everywhere. 

It was about 6 a.m. when the first 
flames were seen about forty feet high 
the walls of the church. Some of 
them were leaping through the roof, which 
is seventy feet high. 
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FIRE-FIGHTING USELESS 


Civic Guards had returned to barracks 
after a strenuous day in Limerick during 
the riots, when they were called from 
their beds, but it was svon apparent that 
fire-fighting would be useless. By 8 a.m. 
the organ, pews and woodwork—in fact, 
all but the stone walls—were in ashes. 

Townspeople crowded to the scene, and 
their instant disapproval was expressed. 
The incendiaries had broken the padlock 
of the outer and inner gates to gain access 
to the church, and muddy footmarks on 
the main door indicated that it had been 
kicked down. The church safe resisted 
the intruders, and valuable old silver 
plate belonging to the church was saved. 
The parish records were also saved, 
although badly affected by the heat. 
Apparently the party first set the church 
oh fire and then drove in a motor car to 
the house of Canon Taylor. 

The Canon told me:---‘‘ My wife and I 
were wakened at 3 a.m. by crashing on 
the glass of the windows of the dining, 
room. We then heard a man shout out. 
His words were indistinct, but he was 
crying something about retaliation. This 
morning we found that the front door also 
had been chipped and scarred as if by a 
chisel.”’ 

The Canon said that he could assign no 
local reason for the outbreak. He had 
always had the happiest relations with all 
members of the community. He showed 
me a letter which he had received from a 
prominent Catholic merchant of Kiimal- 
lock, and said that it was one of a few 
he had already received, apart from verbal 
expressions of sympathy. It said: ‘‘ Such 
conduct is disgraceful, and rightly con- 
demned by all decent people, no matter 
what creed they profess. I can only think 
that it was the work of strangers, and not 
of our own Kilmallock people. Let us 
hope that reason will prevail, and that we 
may live in peace and amity side by side, 
as we have done for so many years. 


PARISH PRIEST’S DISTRESS 


Canon Mulcahy, P.P. of Kilmallock, 
who is a personal friend of Canon Taylor, 
voiced distress and entire disapproval of 
the firing of the Protestant Church, which 
has deprived the little Protestant com- 
munity of seventy people of their place of 
worship.

LAHORE RIOTS 


QUELLED 


TROOPS POUR INTO 
CITY 


AGITATION MAY BE 


KEPT ALIVE 
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Trom Revutger’s CORRESPONDENT, 
LAHORE, Monday. 


ITH all strategic points in the 
danger zone strongly posted with 
troops and police, the Government to-day 
saw itself. master of the riots which for 
three days and nights have held this city 
in dread. 

From a wide area of Central India 
troops of all kinds have poured into 
Lahore to support the handful of British 
“ Tommies ’’ who have borne the brunt of 
the trouble against a fanatical mob many 
thousands strong. 

At times the men of the Royal Scots 
have been in danger of being overwhelmed. 
Hemmed in on many sides by yelling, 
brick-hurling Moslems, who pressed on 
even under fire, the troops stood their 
ground hour after hour in the blazing mid- 
summer sun. 

The whole of the affected area of the city 
now has the appearance of an armed camp, 
with almost all the paraphernalia of war- 
fare in evidence, not leaving out aero- 
planes, which again circled overhead this 
morning. 


800 MILES’ TRIP 


Significant of the Government's anxiety 
that the trouble should not spread is the 
bringing into Lahore of a battalion of 
Gurkhas. The Gurkhas from Bihar to-day 
left Ranchi, the hot weather capital oí 
Bihar and Orissa, on their eight hundred 
miles’ journey to Lahore. 

From small beginnings the Lahore 
trouble has developed into probably one 
of the gravest communal problems with 
which the Punjab Government has ever 
had to deal. 

In the House of Commons yesterday the 
Under-Secretary for India, in reply to a 
question, stated that at Lahore a large 
gathering of Moslems assumed a violent 
attitude to the police and, despite charges 
by the police, both on foot and mounted, 
they refused to disperse except tem- 
porarily. Firing betame necessary on two 
occasions on Saturday and on three occa- 
sions on Sunday. The number killed was 
reported to be not more than ten. At 9 
p.m. the situation was reported to be 
under control, and responsible Moslems 
were endeavouring to persuade their co- 
religionists to desist in their defiance of 
the law.

The Times remarks in an _ editorial 
article to-day :—Of all the experiments 
which together comprise the New Deal in 
the United States the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act (the A.A.A.) has generally 
been regarded as the most successful. Its 
object was to restore equilibrium between 
farm prices and industrial prices, which 
had been dislocated by the depression, In 
America, as elsewhere, the farmer, no 
longer able to sell his products at a re- 
munerative price, had been unable to go 
on buying manufactured goods, with the 
result that manufacturing output had to 
be reduced and workers turned out of 
employment, further lessening the demand 
for foodstuffs and raw materials; and 
driving farm prices still lower. 

Unlike the N.R.A., which, after the 
first wave of enthusiasm, was subjected to 
a growing volume of criticism ih all 
sides, adds The Times, the A.A.A., re- 
ceived with much grumbling from the 
farmers in the beginning, has become in- 
creasingly popular among them. It is 
now, however, in danger of meeting the 
same fate as the N.R.A. The taxes 
which supply. the means to finance re- 
striction agreements have been declared 
unconstitutional by the Boston Circuit 
Court of Appeals, on much the same 
grounds as the N.R.A. was declared un- 
constitutional by the Supreme Court. 

It is not too much to say that the 
Supreme Court is being asked to declare 
that the Federal Congress and Executive 
have no power to deal with any of the 
social and economic problems which have 
Since the Constitution defining 
their powers was drawn up in 1787 until 
the Schnechter judgment outlawing the 
N.R.A.; it was assumed that the President 
and Congress could exercise, 
reasonable limits, functions which, not 
needed 150 yéars ago, have become neces- 
sary in these days of mass uction, easy 
communications and nation-wide 
organisation of business, and that they 
could rely upon the Court to bring the 
Constitution into harmony with modern 
conditions by a certain elasticity of inter- 
pretation. nfidence in this assumption 
was shaken by the outcome of the 
Schnechter case.

JAPAN—“THE 
ENEMY” 


AN ITALIAN 
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TOKYO INTEREST IN 
ABYSSINIA

“ COLOURED RACES

ROME, Monday. 
HE news from Tokyo that the Japanese 
Government is by no means dis- 
interested in the Italo-Abyssinian dispute 
has caused something of a sensation here, 
as it is felt this attitude may create diffi- 
culties for Italy. 

Throughout the last few months Italian 
official quarters have shown themselves 
very anxious as to the attitude to be 
adopted by the Japanese, and the recent 
statement to Mussolini by the Japanese 
Ambagsador in Rome had to some extent 
largely quietened Italian apprehensions. 

Japan is hotly attacked in an article 
headed ‘‘The Enemy” in the Messagero. 
It is stated that no surprise can be ex- 
pressed at the fact that the Japanese 
Ambassador in Rome recently assured the 
Italian Government that Japan would 
remain neutral. 

It say-: “AN who know Japanese 
mentality realise that it is the only one 
that for hypocrisy, double-dealing and 
bad faith can be compared with the 
Abyssinians. Why is it that Japan. does 
not consider that she can remain dis- 
interested in the casé of Abyssinia? The 
chief reason is a commercial one, which is 
always the decisive reason for avaricious 
people who are as sordid as the Japanese, 
and who do not wish to lose the oppor- 
tunity to furnish war materials. 


AGAINST CIVILISATION 

“With an impudence which has some- 
thing of foolhardiness in it, Japan assumes 
to herself the protection of all coloured 
races against the white race; and she does 
it in such a tone that it implies the 
announcement of a campaign against the 
civilisation of Europe and America. 

“ We hardly believe our own eyes when 
we read that Japan is following with a 
lively interest the attitude of the Powers 
with regard to the application of the 
Briand-Kellogg Pact and the League 
Covenant.”’ 

The newspaper argues that this is the 
height of audacity, since Japan of all 
nations is the one that has broken inter- 
national conventions, 
United States was wise to close her ports 
to Japanese immigration. 

“The truth is that Japan is the enemy 
of Europe and of America—of the white 
race,” it continues. ‘‘A centuries’ old 
hatred animates Japan, which is using 
the inventions of the West, but has not 
lost the primitive aversion to other nations 
who have furnished her with the means of 
conquest.’’ 

The newspaper suggests that Italy in 
her conflict with Abyssinia is fighting the 
battle of the civilised white races against 
the coloured: races, who are eleven times 
more numerous,

VITAL DAY FOR LEAGUE

GENEVA, Monday. 

With the fatal day of the 25th July 
m4 three days off, there is still suspense 
and uncertainty as to whether the League 
Council will meet, and what will be the 
outcome of the meeting. 

It is generally felt in Geneva that the 
attitude of.Great Britain will be the deter- 
mining factor as to the line of policy to 
be followed by the League. at this 
attitude will be is still somewhat vague, 
because, it is gathered, the British Govern- 
ment itself has not yet finally decided upon 
the exact course to be followed. 

It is, however, rumoured that certain 
other States-members of the Council have 
been sounded as to their views. In addi- 
tion to the talks proceeding between 
London, Paris and Rome, it is believed 
that M. Litvinoff, who is now in Italy, 
will meet Mussolini in the course of the 
next few days. 

Another important feature of the situa- 
tion is the attitude of Japan and the grow- 
ing concern of the United States. As both 
these Powers are interested under the 
Kellogg Pact, but not the Covenant of the 
League, there is an expectation that the 
tendency of the Council will be to let pro- 
cedure follow the lines of the Kellogg Pact 
rather than the less elastic provisions of 
the Covenant. :

TWO PASSENGERS AND

SIX-SEATER passenger 'plane, be- 
longing to Western Airways, Ltd., 
came down in the sea near Cardiff last 
night. The pilot and two passengers lost 
their lives. The ’plane was flying from 
Bristol to Cardiff. 
The crash occurred in the Bristol 
Channel, near Rumney, about two miles 
| from Cardiff. 


A SUDDEN DIVE 


Farm labourers who were hay-making 
stated that they saw a ’plane well over the 
Channel make a sudden dive into the sea, 
and a message was sent to the Cardiff 
Airport. 

Captain Bailey set out in a ’plane, and 
motor boats also went to its assistance. 

On arriving at the scene they found the 
machine completely wrecked, and efforts 
were made to extricate the pilot and pas- 
sengers. They managed to reach the two 
passengers, but the fast incoming tide 
prevented them from getting to the pilot. 

The cause of the accident is unknown, 
and no one is able to throw any light on 
the accident, which occurred at one of the 
most deserted spots on the coast between 
Newport and Cardiff. 


THE OCCUPANTS 

The ’plane went into a tail spin when 
flying at a normal height and crashed. 

The pilot, James Mansfield, of Bristol 
Airport, and the two passengers, Mr. Per- 
cival and Mr. R. Edbrooke, who were both 
on their way to Swansea, were killed out- 
right. The machine did not catch fire.

URGENT NEED FOR

The Italian Government has temporarily 
suspended the clause which lays down a 
40 per cent. gold coverage for her 
currency by a decree issued in the 
Official Gazette this evening. 

It is stated that the reason for this is 
the urgent need to make payments 
abroad. The decree suspended is that of 
December 21, 1927. 

The decision of the Italian Gevernmeént 
to suspend the gold cover is entirely con- 
trary to the official policy of maintaining 
a high nominal lira value, which has been 
pursued during the last few years, ever 
since Signor Mussolini’s famous Tesaro 
speech. On that occasion he said that 
Italy would defend the lira and maintain 
its value, if necessary, with blood. 

It is considered here that the new 
decree, combined with the recent war-like 
utterances: given by Signor Mussolini in 
a French newspaper, implies that the 
situation is extremely serious, and that 


Italy is determined to go to the end, 


whatever the cost may be to the country.

The verdict 
in each case was “ death by gunshot 
wounds inflicted by some person or persons 
unknown. ''

CORONER’S STATEMENT 


After hearing the evidence, the Coroner, 
in his summing up and findings, declared: 

‘ Bigotry is the curse of peace and good- 
will, The poor people who commit these 
riots are easily led and influenced. Thay 
do not consider the reputation of the city 
or the cost to the ratepayers, or the suffer- 
ings they bring upon themselves or the 
increased unemployment and consequent 
loss of earnings. They are influenced 
almost entirely by the public speeches of 
men in high and responsible positions. 
There would be less bigotry if there was 
less public speech-making of a kind, by so- 
called eaders of public opinion. 

Would not the cessation of these pro- 
vocative speeches likely operate as a strong 
antiseptic against riotous breaches of the 
peace. It is not good Protestantism to 
preach a gospel of hate and enmity 
towards those who differ from us in 
religion’ and politics. Every subject, 
irrespective of his religion and politics, 
has the right to live in peace. A Catholic 
is not entitled to be shot or maimed or 
deprived of home because, by the. mere 
accident of birth, he has been born a 
Catholic. Nor is a Protestant entitled to 
be shot or maimed because he has acci- 
dentally been born a Protestant. True 
Protestantism, if let alone, will resnect 
Catholicism ; and true Catholicism, if let 
alone, will respect Protestantism. 


MEN IN HIGH PLACES 


“ If bigotry could be exterminated, riots 
would not occur. Yet so-called leaders of 
public opinion in high and responsible 
positions, by their inflammatory speeches 
of enmity towards those differing trom 
them in religion, provoke and inflame 
party passions, with the result that 
breaches of the peace occur. It is the poor 
misguided people who suffer most. !’ro- 
vocative and offensive speeches react upon 
party passions, especially of the poor and 
ignorant. If those who make such speeches 
would adopt a more moderate and 
Christian tone and preach the gospel of 
goodwill and tolerance towards every sub- 
ject, peace and order would become less 
difficult to maintain. 

“ Every true citizen, irrespective of 
religion or politics, deplores the loss of 
life, and bloodshed, and destruction of 
property and deprivation of homes which 
has occurred, and joins with me in the 
expression of hope that inflammatory and 
provocative speeches from whatever 
quarter may cease, and that bigotry may 
become supplanted by pe.ce and good- 
consiteration and 
tolerance among all citizens.”’ 


THE BEREAVED

Mary McDowell told how her husband 
left home to visit his brother. “ He did 
not come home,” she concluded. . 

“ William Lyttle,”’ who was shot in 
New Dock street, “ had just been to see 
me about arranging for our families to go 
away together on holidays,” said David 
English in his testimony. ‘“‘I saw him 
to the door, and he had only gone a few 


paces whén shots rang out and he staggered 


and fell.’’ 

A description of how Thomas Jordan 
was shot through the head in New Dock 
street was given to the Coroner by Robert 
Myers, who was walking with Jordan at 
the time. ‘‘ There was a shot, and Jordan 
fell at my feet,” said the witness. 


DEATH AT A FIRE. 


A young man named George Andrews 
told- how he and: his brother, Thomas 
Andrews, went to help put out a fire in 
Boyd street.

William John Osborne was found shot

‘The: Executive Committee of the Dublin 
Trade Union Council has passed a resolution 
that, in their opinion, the anions should 
refuse to allow their members to produce 
hirth certificates to facilitate the Board in 
their dismissal campaign. Already some 
of the unions had instructed their members 
to refuse, and it is anticipated that this 
line will now be adopted as a general policy. 
The objection on the ‘part of the unions to 
the proposal to retire the tradesmen is that 
no pension provisions have been made for 
men employed through contractors, 


BOYS’ WAGE INCREASES 


As a result of a conference between re- 
presentatives of the Dublin Builders’ Pro- 
viders and the Irish Seamen’s and Port 
Workers’ Union, boys employed as motor 
helpers are to receive the standard wage of 
60s. 6d., while other boys are to receive in- 
creased wages in accordance with the in- 
creases already agreed upon for adults. In 
some cases. the motor helpers’ 
amount to from £1 to 25s, per week. 

Agreement has also been veached on the 
question of holidays with pay.
